$21,000 city hall bond proposition 
on Tuesday, March 15, if the pres¬ 
ent plans of a majority of the 
board of trustees are carried out. 
At last week’s meeting, the trus¬ 
tees passed on first reading the 
necessary resolution of intention, 
i The resolution was supported by 
Trustees Belohlavek, Hall, Isaacs 
and Sparks, Chairman Topping 
voting “no.” 

Presumably the ordinance will 
come up for final action at the 
regular meeting next Thursday 
night. O/dy one day will be left 
after that for voters to register 
and qualify for the election, Feb¬ 
ruary 11 being the last legal date.

the current to go on 
regularly as clock work, with an 
imperfect connection which cuused 
an arc between terminals. Dis¬ 
connecting the heating pad stopped 
the trouble. 

Arrangements were made to re¬ 
place the defective heuting pad 
with a new one, the cost to be 
borne by rudio fans who were 
glad to be rid of the noise. 

Another cause of annoying radio 
interference was eliminated on 
South Baldwi/i Avenue, to the re¬ 
lief of many mo*-' ‘ans. Discov¬ 
ery of the cause v. due to the 
watchful feye of City . ,erk Dietz. 
He found a damp spot on the side¬ 
walk which was due to sup drip¬ 
ping from the limb of a tree 
which came in contact with an 
Edison power wire. This set up 
a disturbance which put u dozen 
or more radio sets out of com¬ 
mission. It was quickly corrected 
when culled to the attention of 
the Edison Compuny. 


City Marshal A. M. Udell calls 
attention to the regulations gov¬ 
erning outdoor fires in the north 
part of town. The entire district 
north of Grand View Avenue is in 
a special Are district on account 
of danger to the mountain brush 
area. Burning of brush, rubbish 
or anything else in outside fires 
must he done between the hours 
of 6 and 9 a. m., and is subject 
to permit. Special permit must 
be secured from the city marshal’s 
office for each time. 

The use of incinerators obviates 
the necessity for permits or the 
legal restriction on time. How- 
over, it is particularly desirable 
that all burning of rubbish be 
done within the 6 to 9 o’clock 
period. At that time the air 
is usually still and smoke ascends 
directly upward, so that no one 
is discommoded. Later in the 
day, especially toward evening, air 
currents spring up which carry 
the smoke and fire odors up or 
down the hill. When atmospheric 
conditions are just right, the oh 
noixous fumes follow closely along 
the ground and become a nuisance 
to people whose homes happen to 
be in line to receive them.

Dried lima beans are delicious 
baked, the family enjoy them more 
than the baked navy beans. 

Pick over 2Vi cups beans, wash, 
cover with cold water and souk 
over night (or for several hours 
in the morning). Drain and put 
beans in pot and bury 2 slices 
bacon in them. Mix 1 tablespoon 
of salt, 1 tablespoon molasses and 

3 tablespoons of sugar and one- 
half tablespoon of dry mustard, 
add one cup of boiling water and 
pour over beans; then add enougli 
boiling wnter to cover. Put 2 more 
strips of bacon on top and cover 
pot and bake in moderate oven 
from three to four hours. 

Home-made nut bread is de¬ 
licious. This is a very good and 
quickly-made recipe: 

4 cups of flour, 1 cup of sugar, 

4 teaspoons of baking powder, 1 
teaspoon of suit, 1 cup of chopped 
nut-meats, 1 egg (well beaten), 
1 cup of milk. Mix dry ingredi¬ 
ents, add nuts, mix egg and milk 
together and mix all. Put in 
greased pans, let rise Mi hour and 
bake 36 minutes. Makes 2 loaves.
